Tour sites will comprise 
two historic structuics listed 
in the “Guide to Architecture 
in Southern California,” the 
community’s world - famed 
Wistaria Vine, a cactus and 
succulent collection of inter¬ 
national note, and a replica- 
in-miniature of the High 
Sierra featured in Sunset 
Magazine. 

Treasures of the Past will 
include the Episcopal Church 
of the Ascension and the 
historic Essick House, both 
of which are listed by the 
Los Angeles County Museum 
of Art as structures cf his¬ 
toric architectural signifi¬ 
cance in the Southland. The 
church, with its exquisite 
stained glass windows and 
beautiful alter, dates back to 
1888. Essick House, recently 
restored in a community 
wide volunteer effort, is 
maintained as an historic 
,‘;ito, art gallery and com¬ 
munity meeting place. 

A third historic tour sitp 
will feature Sierra Madre's 
most noted treasure, its 
famous 92-year-old Chinese 
Wistaria Vine, and two 
lovely gardens with azaleas, 
camelias, roses and lilies 
nestled beneath the two 
acres of blossoms. The home 
of Mr. and Mrs. Joseph L. 
Feeney is the original Tea 
House where visitors from 
around the world gatliered 
to view the profusion of 
blooms in years gone by. 
The Vine’s massive trunk is 
enclosed in the garden of 
Mr. and Mrs. Robert Solt, 
whose home, built in 1961 
was designed to preserve 
and blend within the en¬ 
vironment of the living land¬ 
mark.

Wopschall’s selection cul¬ 
minated a month-long public 
contest, which saw post card 
theme suggestions submitted 
from 18 states and the Vir¬ 
gin Islands. 

Mrs. Pamela Rubel of Al- 
tadena. will have a cl'ance to 
see “The Gcxxl Life” parade 
first hand on January 1. Her 
entry was chosen by Wop- 
schall from among tliou- 
fands of submissions. 

Actually, several persons 
submitted the “win n i n g” 
title. As in the past, the tie 
was broken by a drawing. 

Each of the “runners-up” 
have received a congratula¬ 
tory letter and appropriate 
gift from Wopschall. 

With the announcement of 
the theme, float builders 
and designers can now be¬ 
gin the nine-month task of 
forming and shaping ideas 
around the central theme. 
These ideas then become the 
basis for the 60 completely 
floral floats, which cover 
the parade’s 5% mile route 
each New Year’s Day.

Sierra Madre 
Sells Water 
To Arcadia 

Having approved an agree¬ 
ment last year with the City 
of Arcadia for the right to 
pump 1000 acre feet of water 
from the cities’ pumping 
rights at a cost cf $25 per 
acre foot, a proposal was 
presented to the City Council 
at its regular meeting of 
Tuesday, March 23, to ex¬ 
tend the agreement for the 
year 1976-’77. 

After extensive discussion 
the City Council authorized 
the Mayor and City Clerk to 
sign the agrement with the 
City of Arcadia on the fol¬ 
lowing basis: that they give 
the City of Arcadia the right 
to pump 350 acre feet of 
water during the fiscal year 
of 1975-76 and for the year 
1976 77 that they be given 
the right of 650 acre feet of 
water at a price of $33 per 
acre foot.

New Lows of 
Gty Code In 
This Issue 

The new City Code, or the 
laws by which your city 
operates, as approved by the 
City Council as of Febnuai j- 
24, and becoming the offi¬ 
cial City Code on March 24 
has been published, and is in 
this issue for concerned citi¬ 
zens to read and digest. 

“The Code” as it is called, 
corLsisted of 312 typewritten 
pages, but is not the com¬ 
plete Code as it does not 
have certain item attached 
to it pertaining to the Plan¬ 
ning Commission and den¬ 
sity. These items are under 
preparation, but will have to 
pass through the Planning 
Commission before it 
reaches the Council for 
adoption and eventually pub¬ 
lished as the remainder of 
the Code. 

The Code, as published in 
this issue consisted of 20,4.56 
line.s of type (count ’em) it 
took a total of 400 man 
hours to set the type, print 
it, correct it and present it 
as it is presented in this 
issue. 

Copies of the Code will Ix- 
sent to each subscriber to 
the Sierra Madre News, and 
for those who are non-suh- 
scribers can be purchased for 
one week on the newstands 
and at the New office qt a 
cost of 15c per copy. After 
the expiration of the first 
week, issues can be pur¬ 
chased until they are e.x- 
hausted, at the New Office 
for a price of 25 cents per 
copy.

on March 7, 1976. 

The Mayor, by request of 
the Sierra Madre Chamber 
of Commerce declared by 
proclamation that the week 
of November 8 to 13 be de¬ 
clared as “Western Pumpkin 
Week” and that the day of 
November 11 to be known 
as “Pumpkin Day.” Council 
approved of the proclama¬ 
tion. 

The Mayor then called at¬ 
tention to those present that 
this was the time and place 
to speak to the Council on 
any matters of concern. 

One of the fearful things 
now facing City Councils 
over the nation is the pos¬ 
sible cancellation of “Fed¬ 
eral Revenue Sharing” at the 
end of this year. After dis¬ 
cussion the City Council ap¬ 
proved the City Administra¬ 
tor to notify the County Sup¬ 
ervisors that they were in 
support of the continuation 
of the Revenue Sharing and 
that personal letters be sent 
by the Mayor on behalf of 
the Council to the appropri¬ 
ate Congressional represent¬ 
atives and other government 
agencies. 

Two purchase orders were 
presented to the City Council 
by City Administrator David 
Lund, they being 5393 and 
5397, the first was in the 
amount of $950 to furnish 
and install a new compres- 


member. State Boa r d of 
Equalization, when he fur¬ 
nished the figures for the 
Fourth Quarter of business 
for Sierra Madre, they being 
the months of October, No¬ 
vember and December of 
1975. 

Although past figures 
showed that Sierra Madie 
dropped 28.1 per cent or ap¬ 
proximately $541,000 in the 
third quarter, the promotions 
by the .Sierra Madre Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, under the 
chairmanship of Don Jack- 
son did pay off for local 
merchants. 

Sixty-three retail b u s i 
nesses did a total of $1,741,- 
000 for that period or a to¬ 
tal gain over the same per¬ 
iod of 1974 of 15.9 per cent 
and a dollar gain of $224,000. 

Total sales for all business 
of Sierra Madre, totaling 
some 249 outlets showed a 
gain of 15.6 per cent, doing 
a total business of $2,238,- 
000 . 

Figures also received at 
the same time showed that 
tme County of Los Angeles, 
as a whole, including unin¬ 
corporated areas sho w e d 
only a gain for the q.uarter 
of 9.5 per cent, thus the ef¬ 
forts of Sierra Madre mer¬ 
chants certainly went a long 
way in pulling the city out 
of the loses that they have 
been experiencing re.gul.irly 
in the past. 

Taxable sales in Cali¬ 
fornia climbed to $20.3 bil¬ 
lion during the fourth quar¬ 
ter of 1975, up $2.0 billion or 
11.1 per cent above totals for 
the final q.uarter of 1974, ac¬ 
cording to a report issued 
lecently by Mr. Reilly. 

Reilly said that the cau¬ 
tiously optimistic forecasts 
of most economic anaylists 
that fourth quarter sales 
would increase were justi¬ 
fied, as growth in taxable 
sales surpassed the relative 
increase in the Consumer 
Price Index for the first 
time during 1975. 

California’s December re¬ 
tail prices were 8.5 per cent 
higher than they were one 
year earlier, Reilly noted, 
while the rate of inflation 
was declining. On a con¬ 
stant dollar basis, therefore.

Sirens To Blow

2422. EMERGENCY SERVICES

(a) Membership. The Emer¬ 
gency Services Commission Is 
hereby created.

2453. REMOVAL FROM OFFICE. 
IVheuever a petition, signed by 
the owners of more than one- 
half of the area of assessable 
land within all of the districts, 
rfcouestlng the removal of a Com¬ 
missioner Is filed with the City 
Council, It shall Immedately re¬ 
move him and appoint a new 
Commissioner. The fjommissioncr 
removed Is ineligible to hold of¬ 
fice as a Commissioner for one 
year following his removal. 

■ 2454. SDPEaiVISION. Subject to 
the provisions of this Article, 
the Commission shall have pos¬ 
session and complete charge, 
supervision and control of all 
parking places 

(a) Acquired, constructed, 
and paid for, by taxes upon 
land or real property or as¬ 
sessments upon land In the 
districts heretofore created 
and any other district here¬ 
after created, pursuant to the 
Vehicle Parking Law of 1943. 

(b) Acquired or constructed 
for the use of benefit of such 
districts and paid for In any 
other manner. 

2455. REGULATIONS. As direct¬ 
ed by the City Council, the Com¬ 
mission shall operate, manage, 
and control such parking places 
and make and enforce all neces¬ 
sary regulations for their use. 

2456, CHARGES The Commis¬ 
sion shall fix, regulate and col¬ 
lect rentals, fees, or charges for 
the parking of vehicles In park¬ 
ing places under Its control, and 
may provide different rates for 
different classes of customers or 

'^2457. PREFERENTIAL RATES. 
The providing of adequate pub¬ 
lic parking places In cities 
largely depends upon the forma¬ 
tion of local vehicle parking dis¬ 
tricts. Such districts will be cr^ 
ated and will be .successful only 
if EO Operated ps to serve 
auatelv the property within such 
districts. It Is the Intent of this 
part that as to those parking 
lots with respect to which no 
rubllc funds have been ex^nded 
the owners of real property in 
a vehicle parking district to pro¬ 
vide parking places to 
parking problems of the dlstrtCT. 
may receive preferential mtes, 
cherges. or rentals for thgjh- 
selves, their tenants, and the 
classes of persons who call upon

RESTRICTIONS. All park¬ 
ing places acquired and con¬ 
structed pursuant to the V^ehlcle 
Parking District Act of 1943 are 
public parking places, but the 
Oommission may restrict or par¬ 
tially restrict their use to wners 
and' tenants of real property In 
the district, and classes of per¬ 
sons designated by such ownem 
or their tenants, and may retab- 
lish rates, charges, or rentals for 
the owners and tenants of such 
properties and classes of persons 
designated by the owners or ten¬ 
ants which differ from and are 
less than the rates, charges, or 
rentals charged other persons, 

2459. HEARINGS. Rentals, fees, 
end charges shall be fixed aftw 
public hearing following such 
notice as the Commission pros- 

FREE SPACES. The Com¬ 
mission may. If It so desires, 
operate the parking places, or 
any thereof as free public park¬ 
ing places without fee or charge. 

2461 LEASES. In the exercise 
of Its power to operate, manage, 
and control parking places the 
Commission may, subject to prior 
Council approval lease any or all 
parking places to any person for 
the sole purpose of the operation 
of public parking facilities on 
them by such person, or may 
grant a franchise or make a 
contract with any person for 
such purpose. 

(a) Rentals. The considera¬ 
tion to be paid by the opera¬ 
tor for any lease or franchise 
or under any contract may be 
a fixed sum or a percentage 
of gross rentals, fees, or 
charges collected by the oper¬ 
ator, or any other considera¬ 
tion. 

(b) Determination of Rent. 
The maximum rentals, fees, 
and charges to be collected by 
the operator shall be fixed by 
the Commission after public 
hearing following such notice 
as the Commission prescribes, 
and shall be recited In the 
lease or franchise. No higher 
rentals, fees, or charges shall 
bo collected by the operator 
without amendment of the 
lease or franchise agreed to 
by the Commission after like 
public hearing. 

(c) Limited Operations. An 
operator shall not conduct any 
business other than that of 
the operation of public park¬ 
ing facilities on any parking 
place of the district. 

(d) Lease Terms. Any lease 
or franchise may provide that 
the use of the parking places 
shall be restricted, or partially 
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restricted, to owners and ten¬ 
ants of real property in the 
district, and classes of per¬ 
sons designated by them, and 
may provide for maximum 
rates, charges, or rentals for 
such person which differ from 
and are leas than the maxi¬ 
mum rates, charges, or rentals 
for such persons which differ 
from and are less than maxi¬ 
mum rates, chargee, or rentals 
charged other persons. 

2462. RESERVATIONS. To pro¬ 
vide revenues for the district, the 
Commission may enter into a 
contract or lease with any owner 
or tenant of property In the 
district under wh’ch the owner 
or tenant, for a specified rental 
or other consideration and for a 
specified period not exceeding 2 
years, reserves a reasonable pro¬ 
portion or number of parking 
spaces In a parking place of 
the district for the use of the 
owner or tenant of such property, 
the employees of the owner or 
tenant performing services on the 
property, and the customers of. 
or other classes of persons desig¬ 
nated by, the owner or tenant 
and entering tch property as In¬ 
vitees or otherwise 

2463. FURTHER IMPR O V E - 
MENTS. After the improvementc 
to be made under the initial 
proceeding Inaugurated by peti¬ 
tion have been completed, any 
further Improvement of any 
parking place shall be made by 
the Commission. 

2464. RELATED DUTIES. It

2.500. RESERVE POLICE FORCE. 
CREATION OF. A Reserve Police 
Ftirce is hereby created.

Said Reserve Police Force 
shall be a volunteer organiza¬ 
tion, composed of not to exceed 
25 members, separate and dls- 
thret from the Police Depart¬ 
ment of the City. The compensa¬ 
tion. If any, for Reserve Police 
Officers shall be fixed by the 
Cltv Council by Resolution 

2502. APPOINTMENT. The Re¬ 
serve Police Officers shall be ap¬ 
pointed by and shall serve at 
the pleasure of the Chief of 
Police. No person shall be 
deemed a member of the Re- 
.servo Police Force until he or she 
has been registered as such In 
a roster to be kept by the Chief 
of Police, and has taken an oath 
to observe and obey the Consti¬ 
tution of the United States, the 
Constitution of this State, and 
the laws of this Nation, this 
State and this City, and that 
he or she will carry out the 
duties of a member of the Re¬ 
serve Police Force of this City 
to the best of his or her ability. 

2503. CONTROL. The Chief of 
Police sh.all have complete auth¬ 
ority. control, and command, 
subject to the provisions of this 
Part, over the Reserve Police 
Force. He shall provide for the 
trslnlng of candidates for mem¬ 
bership. and for the further 
training of members. 

2504. DUTIES. The duties of the 
Reserve Police Force shall he to 
assist the regular members of 
the Police Departmnt In the en¬ 
forcement of the law and main¬ 
tenance of peace and order The 
Chief of Police may prescribe 
other duties than those men- 
t'oned herein to be performed 
by the Reserve Police Force, not 
Inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Section. 

2.505. IDEOTTCATION. An Iden¬ 
tification card and such other 
Insignia or evidence of Identity 
ns may be preserbed by the rules 
and regulations to govern the 
Reserve Police Force shall be Is- 
•sued to each officer, who must 
carry the card and other Identi¬ 
fication at all times while on 
duty. Such Identification must be 
.surrendered upon the termination 
of status as a reecrve officer. 

2506. POWER OP ARREST. A 
Reserve Police Officer shall have 
the powers of aiTcst contained 
In Penal Code Section 830.6 and 
none other. 

2507. IMPERSONATION PRO- 
HIBriT33 No person shall wear, 
carry or display a Reserve Police 
Force Identification card or In¬ 
signia. or otherwise deceitfully 
represent himself or herself to 
be connected with the Reserve 
Police Force, unless he or she 
in fact Is a member thereof.

2750. SHORT TITLE. This chap- . 
ter shall be known as the Uni¬ 
form Local Salts and Use Tax 
Ordinance of the (31ty of Sierra 
Madre.

( 0 ) To adopt a sales and 
use tax law which Imposes t 
one per cent (1%) tax and 
provides a measure therefor 
that c<an bo administered and 
collected by the State Board 
of Equalization In a manner 
that adapts Itself as fully os 
practical to, and requires the 
least possible deviation from, 
the existing statutory and ad¬ 
ministrative procedures fol¬ 
lowed by the State Board of 
Equalization In administering 
and collecting the California 
State Sales and Use Taxes. 

(d) To adopt a. sales and use 
tax law which can be ad¬ 
ministered In amanner that 
will, to the degree possible 
consistent with the provisions 
of Part 1.5 of Division 2 of 
the s.ald Revenue and Taxa¬ 
tion Code, minimize the cost 
of collecting city sales and 
use taxes and at the same 
lime minimize the burden of 
record keeping upon persons 
subject to taxation under the 
provisions of this part 

2752. OPEHt.ATlVE DATE. CON- 
TRACrr WITH STATE. This part 
shall become opci-atlve on April 
1, 1956, and prior thereto this 
City shall contract with the State 
Board of Equalization, as above 
set forth prior to April 1, 1956, 
this part shall not be operative 
until the first day of the first 
calendar quarter following the 
execution of such a contract by 
the City and by the State Board 
of Equalization, provided further 
that this part shall not become 
operative prior to the operative 
date of the Uniform Ijocal Sales 
and Use Tax Ordinance of the 
County of Los Angeles. 

2753. SALES TAX. 

(a) (1) For the privilege of 
selling tangible personal prop¬ 
erty at retail a tax Is hereby 
imposed upon all retailers In 
the city at the rate of one 
per cent (1%) of the gross 
receipts of the retailer from 
the sale of all tangible per- 
.sonal property sold at retail 
in the Chty of Sierra Madre 
on and after the operative 
date of this part. 

(2) For the purpose of this 
part, all retail sales are con¬ 
summated at the place of 
buslne^ of the retailer unless 
the tangible personal property 
sold Is delivered by the re¬ 
tailer or his agent to an out- 
of-State destination. The gross 
receipts from such sales shall 
Include delivery charges, when 
such charges arc subject to 
the State sales and use tax 
regardless of the place to 
which delivery Is made. In the 
event a retailer has no per¬ 
manent place of business in 
the State or has more than 
one place of business, the 
place or places at which the 
retail sales are consummated 
''hall be determined under 
rules and regulations to be 
prescribed and adopted by the 
Board of Equalization. 

(b) (1) Except as hereln- 

aftor provided, and except In¬ 
sofar as they are InconslstcM 
with the provisions of Fart 
15 of Dlvlslcn 2 of the said 
Revenue and Taxation Cktde. 
all of the provisions of Part 
1 of Division 2 of said Code, 
os amended and In force and 
effect on April 1. 1956, an- 
pllcable to sales taxes are 
hereby adopted and made a 
part of this section as though 
fully set forth herein 

(2) Wherever, and to the ex¬ 
tent that. In Part 1 of Divi¬ 
sion 2 of the said revenue 
and Taxation Code the State 
of CTaUfomla Is named or re¬ 
ferred to as the taxing agency, 
the City of Sierra Madre shall 
be sub.stltutcd therefor. Noth¬ 
ing In this subdivision shall 
be deemed to require the sub¬ 
stitution of the name of the 
City of Sierra Madre for the 
word “State” when that word 
Is used as part of the title 
of the State Controller, the 
State Treasurer, the State 
Constitution of the State of 
California; nor shall the name 
of the City be substituted for 
that of the State In any sec¬ 
tion when the result of that 
substitution would require ac¬ 
tion to bo taken by or against 
the CJity or any agency there¬ 
of, rather than by or against 
the State Board of Equaliza¬ 
tion, In performing the func¬ 
tions Incident to the admin¬ 
istration or operation of this 
Part: and neither shall the 
substitution be deemed to 
have been made in those sec¬ 
tions. Including, but not 
necessarily limited to, sections 
referring to the exterior boun¬ 
daries of the State erf Cali¬ 
fornia where the result of the 
substitution would be to pro¬ 
vide an exemption from this 
tax with respect to certain 
gross receipts which would not 
otherwise be exempt from this 
tax while those gross receipts 
remain subject to tax by the 
State under the provlUona of 
Part 1 of Division 2 of the 
said Revenue pnd Taxation 
Code; nor to Impose this tax 
with respect to certain gross 
receipts which wotild not be 
subject to tax by the State 
under the said provislonB of 
that Code; and. In addition, 
the tuune of the City shall 
not be substituted for that of 
the State In Section 8761, 6762 
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(except In the last sentence 
thereof). 6711. 8715. 6737, 8787, 
and 6828 of the said Revenue 
and Taxation Code as ad(B>ted. 

(3) If a seller’s permit has 
been issued to s retailer under 
Section 6067 of the said Reve¬ 
nue and Taxation Code, an 
additional seller's permit shall 
not be required hv reason of 
this section. 

(4) There shall be excluded 
from the gross receipts by 
which the tax Is measured; 

(1) The amount of any 
.sales or use tax ImjKtsed 
by the State of California 
upon a retailer or con- 
smner. 

(It) Receipts from sales 
to operators of common 
carrier and waterborne ves¬ 
sels of property to be used 
or consumed in the opera¬ 
tion of such common car¬ 
riers or waterborne vessels 
principally outside of this 
city. 

(5 1 There shall be excluded 
from the gross receipts by 
which the tax Is measured: 

(I) The amount of any 
sales or u-sc tax Imposed by 
the State of California 
upon a retailer or con¬ 
sumer. 

(II) The gross receipts 
from the sale of tangible 
personal property to opera¬ 
tors of waterborne vessels 
to be used of consumed 
principally outside the city 
In which the sale Is made 
and directly or exclusively 
In the carriage of persons 
or property In such vesseLs 
for commercial pruposes. 

(III) The gross receipts 
from the sale of tangible

the Rewenue and Taxation 
Code by any city and 
county, county, or city in 
this State. 

(III) The storage or use 
of tangible personal prop¬ 
erty In the tran-sportatlcn 
or transmission of persons, 
property or communica¬ 
tions. or In the manufac¬ 
ture. transmission or dls- 
trlbuption of electricity or 
In the manufacture, trans¬ 
mission or distribution of

(U) The storage, use or 
other consumption of tan¬ 
gible personal property the 
gross receipts from the sale 
of which has been subject 
to sales tax under a sales 
and use tax ordinance en¬ 
acted Ih accordance with 
Part 1.5 of Division 2 of 
the Revenue and Taxation 
Code by any city and 
county, county, or city In 
this state. 

(ill) The storage, use, or 
oth.er consump 11 o n of 
tangible personal property 
purchased by operators of 
waterborne vessels and 
used or censumed by such 
operators directly and ex¬ 
clusively In the carriage of 
persons or property In such 
vessels for ctnnmercial pur¬ 
poses. 

(Iv) In addition to the 
exemptions provid e d In 
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Sections 8388 and 6366.1 of 
the Revenue and Taxation 
Cods, the storage, use, or 
other consumption of tan¬ 
gible personal property pur¬ 
chased by operators of air¬ 
craft and used or con¬ 
sumed by such operators 
directly and exclusively In 
the use of such aircraft as 
common carriers of persons 
of property for hire or 
compensation under a cer¬ 
tificate of public conven- 
Icnoe and necessity issued 
pu-xuant to the laws of 
this state, the United

2755. AMENDMENTS. All amend¬ 
ments of the said Revenue and 
Taxation Code enacted subse¬ 
quent. to the effective date of 
this part which relate to the 
sales and use tax and which are 
not Inconsistent with Part 1.5 of 
Division 2 of the said Revenue 
and Taxation Code shall auto¬ 
matically become a part of this 
part. 

2756. ENJOININO COLLECTION 
FORBIDDEN. No Injxmctlon or 
writ of mandate or other legal 
or equitable process shall issue 
In any suit, action or proceeding 
In any court against the State 
or this City, or against any of¬ 
ficer of the State or this City, 
to prevent or enjoin the collec¬ 
tion under this part, or Part 1.5 
of Division 2 of the Revenue and 
Taxation Code, or any tax or 
any amount of tax required to 
be collected. 

2757. EXISTING SALES AND 
USE TAX ORDINANCES SUS¬ 
PENDED. At the time this part 
goes Into operation, the provi¬ 
sions of Ordinances 569 and 570 
sh^l be suspended and shall not 
again be of any force or effect 
until and unless for any reason 
the State Board of Equalization 
ceases to perform the functions 
Incident to the administration 
and operalon of the sales and 
use tax hereby Imposed; provided, 
however, that if for any reason 
It Is determined that the City 
of Sierra Madre is without power 
to adopt this part, or that the 
State Board of Equalization Is

or persons, by his or their direc¬ 
tion, when the consideration or 
value of the Interest or property 
conveyed (exclusive of the amount 
of aiiy lion or encumbrance re¬ 
maining thereon at the time of 
sale) exceeds one hundred dollars 
i$160) a tax at the rate of twenty- 
sex en and one-half cents (86 275) 
for each five hundred dollars 
(8566). and each fractional part, 
of the value or consideration 
given for such transfer. 

The tax imposed pursuant to 
this Chapter shall be paid by 
any person who makes, signs or 
. Issues anv such document sub¬ 
ject to the tax, or for whose 
use or benefit the same Is made, 
signed o r Iss ued. 

2773. EXEMPTIONS. Taxes Im¬ 
posed pursuant to this Chapter 
shall not apply;

Unless 
otherwise ordered bv the 
City Administrator, the de¬ 
partment Involved sh a 11 
first solicit at least three 
informal bids, diligently 
attempting In good faith to 
obtain the best value for 
the City. On purchases In 
excess of 8366.66. written 
bids may be required. Tire 
completed requisition, with 
bids, or bid summary at¬ 
tached shall then be for¬ 
warded to the City Admin¬ 
istrator for his approval 
and signature on all copies. 
The purchase order shall 
be processed and the sig¬ 
nature of the City Admin¬ 
istrator shall be placed on 
all copies of the purchase 
order 

(c) Expenditures over 
83.560 Involving public pre¬ 
lects. Such purchases shall 
be made In compliance 
with State law applicable 
thereto 

(d) Definition of a 
Blanket Purchase Order. A 
Blanket Purchase Order Is 
defined as a purchase or¬ 
der not In exce.s.s of 8500.00 
where the acquisition is not 
made all at one time; It 
Is a continuing order pro¬ 
viding continuing author¬ 
ity to purchase from ven¬ 
dors who furnish monthly 
supplies or services at a 
predetermined rate. 

Blanket Purchase Orders. 

Upon a department's 
written request therefor, 
the entire purchase order 
shall be prepared and Is¬ 
sued by the City Admin¬ 
istrator. The original copy, 
after approval and signa¬ 
ture. shall be forwarded to 
the vendor. The second 
copy shall be retained by 
the <31ty Administrator. The

In the opinion of Uie 
Department Head, makes 
It ncessary, desirable and 
for the public welfare to 
so expedite the particular 
purchase or acQUlaltion as 
to JusUfy the faUure to 
procure the prior approval 
of the City Administrator.

(1) Emergency Pur¬ 
chase Orders. In such

CHAPTER 1 — 

BUSINESS LICENSES 
PART A — GENERAL 

(a) Advertising Vehicle shall 
mean the business of opera¬ 
ting, using or parking upon 
tho street any wheel vehicle 
equipped with music or a 
musical device, loud speaker, 
bells, chimes sound amplifier 
of any kind, flood lights, 
klelg lights, search llghte, or 
other device solely for attrac¬ 
ting attention, regardless of 
whose goods, wares, merchati- 
dlse. business or profession Is 
thus advertised, or who oper¬

3207. REVOCATION. Any certi¬ 
ficate granted under the provi¬ 
sions of this Part may be re¬ 
voked bv the City Council, after

lowing reasons: 

(a) That the insurance re¬ 
quired hereby has not been 
given or has been withdrawn 
or lapsed, for any reason; or 

(b) For the nonpayment to 
the City of any license fee 
required by this Code; or 

(c) For failure to observe 
any of the rules and regula¬ 
tions or provisions set out In 
this Part ci in the certifi¬ 
cate; or 

(di For the violation of any 
applicable law by any certifi¬ 
cate holder, operator or driver 
of any taxicab covered by such 
certificate: or 

(e) For the failure to main¬ 
tain satisfactory service to 
the public; or 

(f) For any cause which in 
the opinion of the City Coun¬ 
cil makes It contrary to the 
public Interest, convenience 
and necessity for the certifi¬ 
cate to be continued In ef¬ 
fect. 

3208. APPLICATION FOR PER¬ 

MISSION TO CHANGE. In the 
event that any certificate holder 
desires to change his schedule 
of rates and charges or the color 
scheme, name, monogram or In¬ 
signia used on .such taxicab, or i 
to substitute any vehicle for and i 
in place of the vehicle described '

3210. RULES AND REGULA¬ 
TIONS. The following rules and 
regulations shall be observed by 
all persons operating taxicabs:

The driration of permits for 
the activities enumerated In sub¬ 
paragraphs (a) through (e) In¬ 
clusive, shall he limited to a 
period not to exceed seven (7) 
consecutive calendar days: the 
duration of a permit required 
pursuant to sub-paragraph (f) 
shall iioe exceed thirty (30i days. 

3352. FEJES. EXEMPTIONS A 
filing and Investigation fee as 
set bv resolution of the Cltv 
Council shall be required with 
each apollcatlon for a Tempor¬ 
ary Use Permit. No such fee shall 
be requlrcfl from an applicant 
who Is exempt from the pay¬ 
ment of business licenses taxes 
pursuant to this Code.

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4201. INTEJNT. The unrestricted

ing erosion. It Is therefore the 
intent of this Part to provide 
and encourage adequate fire pro¬ 
tection facilities to control the 
spread of fire which might be 

caused by recreational, residen¬ 
tial, commercial, Industrial or 
other activities through estab¬ 
lished protected fire areas. In 

general, such protected fire 
area will be located north of a 
southern boundary to be estab¬ 
lished by the City Council, ns 
herein set forth 

4202. DEFINITIONS. 

(a) Unle.ss otherwise ex¬ 
pressly stated, the following 
terms shall, for the purposes 
of this Part, have the mean¬ 
ings indicated In this section. 

(b) Chief shall mean the 
Chief of the Fire Department 
or his authorized representa¬ 
tives. 

(c) Commission shall mean 
mean the Fire Commission. 

The City Council may ap¬ 
point a Fire Commission lor 
Investigation and appeal pur¬ 
poses as designated in this 
Part, The Fire Commission 
when established shall con-' 
tinue until the following July 
1 and may be reappointed 
and reconstituted for an¬ 
nual one year terms there¬ 
after. Said Commission shall 
consist of five members ap¬ 
pointed by the City Council, 
who shall serve without com¬ 
pensation at the pleasure of 
the enty Council The Fire 
Chief and City Admlnlstrtor 
shall .serve tx-offlclo, should 
anv of the following occur: 

(a) The City Council not ap¬ 
point said Commission: 

(b) The City Council fall 
to reappoint or reconstitute 
the Commission at the end of 
any one year term; or 

(Cl The Fire Commission fall 
to meet by a querum of Its 
members within 15 days after 
any call for a meeting by 
Its chairman; 

then the Fire Commission 
shall be dissolved and all of 
Its functions set forth In this 
Part shall be exercised by the 
City Council In place thereof. 

(d- Protected Fire Area shall 
mean any land which Is cov¬ 
ered with gross, grain, brush, 
or forest, or land which is of 
such inaccsslble loc a 11 o n 
whether privately or publicly 
owned, and is so situated that 
a fire originating on such 
land would present an ab¬ 
normally difficult task of sup¬ 
pression or would result In 
great and unusual damage 
through fire or resulting ero¬ 
sion. Protected Fire Area shall 
be designated by the City 
Clerk of a map and said mao 
shall be on file In the office 
of the City Clerk. 

(e) Fireworks shall mean any 
article or substance or combin¬ 
ation of substances prepared 
for the purpose of producing 
a visible or audible effect by 
combustion, explosion, defla¬ 
gration, or detonation. Fire 
sparklers, torpedos, skyroc¬ 
kets, roman candles, blank 
cartridges, caps, and similar 
items. 

(f) Person shall mean any 
Individual, firm, co-partner¬ 
ship, Joint venture, associa¬ 
tion. social club, fraternal or¬ 
ganization, corporation, estate, 


Improper use, mamtenance. 
•or to a defective condi¬ 
tion, constitutes or con¬ 
tributes to, or creates a 
condition liable to cause 
fire. 

(b) -When any such con¬ 
dition Is found. It shall be 
the duty of the chief to 
order In writing an abate¬ 
ment of correction or In¬ 
stallation of adeouate safe¬ 
guards. which shall con¬ 
form to the minimum re¬ 
quirements of any ordi¬ 
nance of the city law of 
the state, or order as set 
forth by the Fire Marshal 
of the stats. In the event 
there Is no such ordinance, 
law, or order, covering the 
specific condition, then any 
such written order given by 
the Chief shall be based 
upon the current recom¬ 
mendation of the National 
Fire Protection Association 
or other nationally recog¬ 
nized authority. 

(c) Unless Immediate ac¬ 
tion Is taken to comply 
with his order, then he 
shall have the power to 
cause any act, performance, 
activity operation or other 
condition contributing to 
or creating kuch condition, 
to release until proper cor¬ 
rection or compliance is 
made. 

Section 13104. Tampering 
with Over-Current Devices. 

It shall be unlawful for 
any person to tamper with 
or reduce the effectiveness 
In any manner of any 
over-current devices used 
In any electrical circuit.

CHAPTER 4 — WEEDS 

4500. CONTROL OF WEEDS. It 
shall be unlawful for any per¬ 
son, firm or corporation having 
charge or control of any lot or 
premises. In the City Of Sierra 
Madre, either as owner, lessee, 
tenant or otherwise to allow any 
vegetation, rubbish or trash to be 
upon sueh lot or premises, or 
upon the sidewalk or space be¬ 
tween the curb or gutter line 
and the property line of such 
lot or premises. If such vege¬ 
tation, rublsh or trash is a men¬ 
ace to life or health, or to the 
.safety of property or Is liable 
to promote the spread of fire. 

4501. ABATEMENT OF NOX¬ 
IOUS WEEDS. The City of Sierra 
Madre has availed Itself of the 
procedures set forth In Sections 
39500 et seq of the Government 
Code relating to the abatement 
of weeds. 

ARTIVLE VI — 

PUBLIC HEALTH AND 
SANITATION 

CHAPTER S — GARBAGE 
AND REFUSE COLLECTION 

AND DISPOSAL 

4600. Detlnllons. For the pur¬ 
poses of this chapter words and 
phrases should be construed as 
follows unless It Is apparent from 
the context that a different 
meaning la Intended: 
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1. Contractor shall mean any 
person, firm, business, or 
corporation with whom the 
City may have a contract pur¬ 
suant to this division for the 
collection and disposal of gar¬ 
bage, waste and refuse. 

2. Employee shall mean all 
persons engaged In the oper¬ 
ation or conduct of any gar¬ 
bage, w.sate. and refuse con¬ 
tractor buslncsa as defined In 
section entitled "Contractor." 
whether as owner, any mem¬ 
ber of the owner's family, 
partner, agent, manager solici¬ 
tor and any and all other 
persons employed or working 
In said business. 

3. Food - Plant Waste shall 
mean garbage from places of 
buslne.ss resulting from th" 
manufacture of food or drink 
to bo consumed elsewhere 
than on the premises. 

4. Garbage shall mean and 
Include all animal and vege¬ 
table refuse from kltchrnr 
and household waste that 
shall have been prepared for 
or Intended to be used as, 
or shall have resulted from 
the preparation of, food or 
table refuse, and every accu¬ 
mulation of animal and vege¬ 
table refuse that attends the 
preparation, consumption, de¬ 
cay. deallng.s In or storage of 
moats, fish, fruits or vege¬ 
tables, except suet, tallov', 
bones or moat trimmings, that 
are not rejected by the owner 
or producer thereof as worth¬ 
less or tiseleas. 

5. Health Officer shall mean 
the Health Officer of the City 
of Sierra Madre or duly auth¬ 
orized deputy or representa¬ 
tive The Health Officer of the 
City of Sierra Madre shall bo 
that person or persons per¬ 
forming the duty of Health 
Ofllcer of the City of Sierra 
Madre pursuant to contrac- 
tural arrangement by the City 
of Sierra Madre with the 
County of Los Angeles for 
health services so long as such 
a contract Is In effect. 

6. Householder shall mean 

every occupant or possessor of 
Improved real proper t y In 
which a person lives or re¬ 
sides. , , ,, 

7 Place or Premises shall 
moan all sites of real prop¬ 
erty upon which garbage, 
waste, or refuse Is produced or 
accumulates. 

8 Refuse shall mean waste, 
refuse, trash, rubbish, offal, 
leaves, cuttings, trimmings, 
shrubs, grass, combustible rub¬ 
bish, Inorganic refuse, and 
other refuse, combustlle or 
uon*conibuBtlle and vipcd here- 
In shall Include "Karbage as 
defined In Section 46(X) (4). 

9 Street shall mean any 
public or private street or 
wav* 

10 Truck shall mean any 
truck, trailer, semi - trailer, 
conveyance or vehicle used to 
collect, hold or transport Kar- 
baffe, waste and refuse upon 
and along the streeta roads 
and highways of the City. 

4601. Collection and Disposal. 
No person other than the con¬ 
tractor, as defined herein, or the 
City shall gather, collect or re¬ 
move from any residential prop¬ 
erty any garbage, or refuse, 
within the City. 

4602. Householder Excliis ion. 
Householders hauling or having 
haul^ occasional loads of waste 
or refuse or manure, not con¬ 
taining garbage, from fhclr own 
premises to a legal point of dls- 
peaal .shall be excepted from the 
provisions of this Clrapter. 

4603. Gardeners Exclusion. T^ls 
Chapter docs not apply to the 
hauling or disposal of grass cu.- 
tlngs. pruning, manure or otne» 
rubbish :iOt containing garbage, 
to or at a legal point of dis¬ 
posal as a part of gardening or 
horticulture. 

4604. Contractor to Provide Col¬ 
lection of Garbage or Refuse. It 
Is hereby declared the Intention 
of the City to provide for the 
collection and removal of gar¬ 
bage and refuse wlhln the City 
In accordance with the regula¬ 
tions and provisions of this 
Chapter and the rules, regula¬ 
tions and provisions of any re¬ 
solution of the City prepared 
pursuan"; to this Chapter and In 
accordance with the conditions 
Olid terms of any contract en¬ 
tered Into between the City and 
said contractor pursuant to this 
Chapter. 

In the event of such a con¬ 
tract, the contractor shall pro¬ 
vide for the collection and re¬ 
moval of garbage from all resi¬ 
dential premises as provl d e d 
therein. 

In the event of such a con¬ 
tract. the contractor shall pro¬ 
vide for the collection and re¬ 
moval of refuse, whether com¬ 
bustlle or noncombustlle. from all 
residential premises at least once 
each week 

4605. Permit required. No per¬ 
son. firm or corporation shall 
ccllect or remove any garbage or 
refuse from any premises In the 
City of Sierra Madre. nor con¬ 
vey same upon or along any 
public street of said City with¬ 
out first having obtained a per¬ 
mit .so to do. Prior to Ksulng such 
a permit the City Administrator 
■shall cause an Investigation of 
the hauler and hls equipment 
to be made. The City Adminis¬ 
trator may require, as a condi¬ 
tion of the Issuance of such a 
permit that the applicant sub- 
stentlalv conform to the provi¬ 
sions regarding safety of equip¬ 
ment and Insurance as contained 
herein and In City specifications, 

4606. Placing for Collection. The 
contractor shall collect and re¬ 
move from all residential prem¬ 
ises all garbage and refuse which 
Is contained In a receptacle of 
the type required by this Chap¬ 
ter, provided that said contrac¬ 
tor shall also collect and remove 
all such nremlscs refuse which 
hv this Chapter need not be 
placed In a receptacle. 

4607. Time for Placement. No 
person shall place or cause te 
be placed any garbage or refuse 
receptacle on anv sldew a 1 k, 
street road or highway or alley 
at anv place or In any manner 
other than as provided In this 
Chapter. No person shall place 
or cause to he placed anv gar¬ 
bage. nr refuse, recepte.cle on any 
sidewalk, road, street or high¬ 
way. at anv time other than on 
the days established for the col- 
leclon of garbage or refuse on 
the particular route or before 
4:00 o'clock n.m. on the dave 
Immediately prior to such col¬ 
lection. or permit such recep¬ 
tacle to remain thereat for more 
than twelve (12 )hours after It 
has been emptied Any saieh rc- 
ooptacles Placed for collection 
along a .street shall be placed 
between the curb line or edge of 
roadway as practicable. Anv such 
receptacle placed for collection 
In an alley shall be placed as 
clo^e to the property as practic¬ 
able. 

4608. Limits. No person occupy¬ 
ing. using or In charge of anv 
residential premises shall set out 
or cause to be set out for col¬ 
lection during any week garbage 
or refuse for collection other than 
garbage or refuse originating on 
the premises. 

4609. City Administr a t o r tn 
Supervise. The City Administra¬ 
tor shall supervise the collection 
and removal of garbage and re¬ 
fuse by tha contractor. 

1. Routes and Times of Col¬ 
lection. The City Administra¬ 
tor, within the terms and con¬ 
ditions of this Chapter snd 
anv contract entered pur¬ 
suant hereto, shall establish 
the days, routes and hours for 
the collection and may change 
the same from time to time. 
When such routes, days and 
hdurs are establl shed or 
changed, the City Adminis¬ 
trator shall give notice thereof 
or cause said contractor to 
give notice thereof as he may 
deem advisable. 

2. Cases of Practical Diffi¬ 
culty. In all cases where the 
City Administrator ahall find 
that practical difficulty ex¬ 
ists In complying with the 
requirements of this Chapter 
aa to the placing of garbage 
or refuse for collection by the 
contractor, be shall designate 
where such garbage or refuse 
be placed or kept for col¬ 
lection by said contractor and 
tbecondltlon under which it 
shall be collected. 

3. Roles. The City Admln-

Istratar shall make such rules 
not Inconsistent with the pro¬ 
visions of this Chapter or the 
contract or contracts between 
the City and a contractor or 
contractors, as may be neces¬ 
sary, reasonable and proper to 
effect the expedient, economi¬ 
cal. and efficient collection 
and removal of garbage or re¬ 
fuse by the contractor. 

4610. Receptacles. Receptacles 
used at residential premises .shall 
be of such a size, shape and 
weight when filled that they may 
be readily lifted for emptying 
Into the trucks of the contrac¬ 
tor and free of all rough or Jag¬ 
ged .surfaces which shall be like¬ 
ly to cause Injury to persons 
lifting them The weight of each 
refuse receptacle, together with 
Its contents, shall not exceed 
fifty (50) pounds. Receptacles 
used at commercial and Indus¬ 
trial premises shall conform to 
Ihe foregoing llmltatlon.s If lilns 
provided by the contractor are 
not utilized. 

1. Garbage. Every persiin 
having charge of or control 
of anv residential premises in 
the City where garbage accu¬ 
mulates. shall place and keep 
the name In a flv-tlght and 
leak-proof receptacle. 

2. Refuse. Every person hav¬ 
ing charge of or control of 
any residential premises where 
refuse accumulates, shall place 
said refuse In a receptacle of 
adequate construction to b"ar 
the weight of Its contento, 
except that tree trimmings or 
shrubbery trimmings need not 
be placed in a receptacle. 

4611. Unlawful Accumulation 
of Garbage or Refuse. No person 
shall cause or permit the fol¬ 
lowing: 

1. The collection or accumu¬ 
lation of garbage unless placed 
In a receptacle as provided 
In this Chapter for the dis¬ 
posal thereof by a contractor 
or for the disposal thereof 
through automatic disposal 
units as provided for In this 
Chapter or by some other 
means approved by the City 
Administrator. 

2 Combustlle rubbish to ac¬ 
cumulate at any place or 
pn'mises under hls charge or 
control for a period In ex¬ 
cess of one calendar week, ex¬ 
cluding combustible rubbish 
of solrageable value. 

3. Refuse other than com¬ 
bustible rubbish to accumu¬ 
late at anv place or prem¬ 
ises under hls charge or con¬ 
trol for a period In excess of 
ono calendar month. 

4. The burning of garbage. 

4612. Accumulation of Garbage. 
Every person occupying or hav¬ 
ing charge of or control of any 
place or premises other than a 
place of business where there 
l.a any acctimulatlon of garbage, 
shall cause the same to be dis¬ 
posed of through automatic 
units, or lawfully removed or 
disposed of at least once each 
calendar week. 

4813. Summary Abatement of 
Nuisances. The accmulatlon of 
garbage or refuse by any person 
beyond the periods specified In 
the foregoing sections of this 
Chapter or In a manner other 
than as specified In this Chap¬ 
ter Is hereby declared to be 
a nuisance pursuant to Section 
38771 of the Government CJode of 
the State of California. The City 
Council hereby, provides for the 
saummarv abatement of said 
nuisances at the expense of the 
person or persons creating, cau¬ 
sing or maintaining such nui¬ 
sance. as follows: 

1 If th" Health Officer 
should make a report to the 
City .Administrator that a cer¬ 
tain person at a certain ad¬ 
dress Is maintaining a nui¬ 
sance as defined In this sec¬ 
tion. the City Administrator 
must within five (5) days 
notify said (vrson. In writing, 
of the fact that he Is con¬ 
ducting a nuisance as defined 
herein and reoulrlng him 
within ten (10) days to abate 
or cause said nuisance to be 
abated within legal means as 
provided for In this Chapter. 

2 If. at the end of -aid 
ten (10) day period, said per¬ 
son has not removed or caused 
to be abated said nuisance 
the City Administrator shall 
have the power and authority 
to authorize the contractor to 
enter the premises of said 
person and remove and abate 
said nuisance and charge the 
CTltv for the cost of the re¬ 
moval and abatement of said 
nuisance. 

3. Thereafter If aald person 
should continue to allow gar¬ 
bage or refuse to accumulate 
for periods bt vond those 
specified above, the City Ad- 
inlnlst.rator ihall have power 
te> order th' contractor to con¬ 
tinue to enter raid premises 
and remove and abate said 
nuisance, charging the City for 
the cost thereof. 

4. The charge or cost of 
removal of the abatement of 
said nuisance by the City 
shall constitute a lien against 
the orotpertv occupied by the 
person maintaining said nui¬ 
sance and a personal obliga¬ 
tion against the owner of said 
property pursuant to Section 
3877.) of the Oevemment Code 
of the State ol California. 

4614. Refuse Truck Covers. The 
liody of all trucks transporting re- 
fure along any public road, street 
cir hlghw.iv In the zone shall have 
a minimum covering of a clean 
tarpaulin which shall be securely 
placed over the entire load and 
tied down when, the vehicle Is 
'bring used to transport Its con- 
tnts to the place of disposal. 

4615. Trucks .and Equipment In 
General In addition to the re¬ 
quirements of Section 4614. all 
trucks and ecfulpmrnt of the eon- 
tractor used In the City shall be 
maintained at all times In good 
mechanlc.al conditon and In neat 
and clean appearance. The tnieks' 
sides and covers shall be se con¬ 
structed. uaed and maintained 
that garbage or refuse will not 
blow, fall or dislodge out of 
paid trurk Into the streets of 
the City at any time. 

4616. Contractor Liable to Clean 
Debris. The contractor shall carry 
on each truck a broom and cueh 
other equipment necessary to 
clean and pick up any debris of 
any sort depo-lted upon the 
streets, roads, highways, sidewalks 
or private property by rea.son of 
the activity of raid contractor 
within laid City. The contractor 
!hal) clean, pick up. haul awav 
and dispose of ary debris left 
or deposited upon the streets, 
{rads, highways, sidewalks or 
private property within the City 
by reason of the ivctlvltles of 
said contmetor, 

4617. Position of Reeeptsrles. 
Tie contractor shall return all 
roctocles In any upright position 
to the aporoxlmate location where 
found by the eontractor and 
without any unnecessary wear, 
tear or damage to said recep¬ 
tacles. 

4618. Trucks. All trucks and 
equipment shall be cleaned and 
washed at least once a week or 
when necssary In the discretion 
of the Health Officer. 

4619. Routes and Equipment No 
refuse or garbage truck shall be 
operated In the- City by any per¬ 
son unless the owner thereof has 
filed the following Information In 
writing with the City Adminis¬ 
trator: 

1. Make, year, description 
and license number of all 
truck*- UBOd In the City. 

2. Number of trash and re¬ 
fuse trucks tised In the City. 

3. Number of garbage truckr,. 
If any. used in the City. 

4. Routes by streets to be 
followed In the City. 

5. Days and approximate 
hours for service on each 
route In the City. 

4620 Bonds. All rights and 
privileges of the contractor set 
forth are granted pursuant to 
this Chapter and conditioned on 
the contractor's having on de- 
portt with the City Clerk at all 
times during the term of said 
contract a valid, unexplred bond 
or bonds, approved by the City 
Attorney, In cash or , corporate 
surety In favor of the City as 
follows: 

1. In the amount of 
625,900.00 conditioned that the 
oontraotor wUl faithfully per- 
sorm and carry out the pro¬ 
visions of this Chapter, the 
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terms of any resolution adopt¬ 
ed pursuant hereto, the terms 
of any contract adopted pur¬ 
suant hereto, and conditioned 
upon the contractor’s comply¬ 
ing with all laws, statutes, 
ordinances and regulations re¬ 
lating to the collection and 
dlspo^ of garbage and re¬ 
fuse. 

2. The bond, or bonds, shall 
be In favor of the City of 
Sierra Madre and shall not 
extend to the right ol recovery 
against the sureties by tlilrd 
persons. The said bond shall 
not be void upon the first 
recovery but may be sued and 
recovered upon from time to 
time by the City of Sierra 
Madre until the whole prin¬ 
cipal sum Is exhausted. The 
bond may contain a provision 
giving the sureties the option 
to cancel the bond upon first 
giving notice In writing not 
le-is than thirty (30) days be¬ 
fore the effective date of the

surance Policy, naming the City 
of Sierra Madre as a co-lnsured 
In the amounts of $500,000.00. for 
-death or Injury to any one per¬ 
son, arising out of any one ac¬ 
cident. and $500,000.00 for Iniury 
to or death of more than one 
person arising out of any one 
accident, and $100,000.00 for 
projierty damage, arising out of 
any one accident Said policy 
shall be in a form and with u 
copy .approved by the City. 

4622. Termination by City Coun¬ 
cil. In the event a contract 
exists between the City and any 
contra-itor such contract. In ad¬ 
dition to any ether remedy 
available to the City, may be 
termlnate-d as provided herein. 

1. In the event of a substan¬ 
tia’ failure of performance on 
the part of the contractor 
hereunder affecting the pub¬ 
lic hefdth and welfare, or the 
willful violation of any of the 
terms and provision of this 
Chapter or the contract or 
resolution hrreunder, follow¬ 
ing a report concerning the 
foregoing from the Health 
Officer and the Director of 
Public Work.s, the City Ooun- 
cU shall hold a public bear¬ 
ing on whether the contract 
and all rights and privileges 
of the contractor thereunder 
should be revoked and the 
bond or bonds of the con¬ 
tractor forfeited. 

2. Public Hearing. Said pub¬ 
lic nearing shall be after at 
least ten (10) days’ written 
notice to the contractor set- 
Ing forth the charges of the 
Health Officer and or the Di¬ 
rector of ^b’lc Works snd 
setting forth the time and 
place of said bearing and tho 
reason for seld hearing. If 
tho City Council at said hear¬ 
ing, after hiartng and recei¬ 
ving all evidence and testi¬ 
mony relevant and material 
on -aid Issue offered at said 
hearing, finds that there h.-ir 
been substantial failure of

4624 Residential lllllinK. If the 
contract for refuse hauling serv¬ 
ice so provides, the City may 
rollect the monthly fee for re¬ 
fuse -roll'Ctlon service. In deter¬ 
mining the service charge for 
this service, the City may add 
an Bppronrtnte service charge for 
administration of the rubbish 
hauling program end billing 
service.

CHAPTER 2 — NUIANCES 

PART A — VEHICLES 

5200. DEFINITIONS. As used In 
this Part, the following terms 
shall be defined as set forth 
herein: 

(a) The term vehicle shall 
mean a device by which any 
person or property may be 
propelled, moved, or drawn 
upon a highway, except a de¬ 
vice moved by human power 
or used exclusively upon sta- 
tlomtry rails or tracks. 

(b) The term highway .shall 
mean a way or place of what¬ 
ever nature publicly main¬ 
tained and open to the use of 
the public for purposes of 
vehicular travel. Highway In¬ 
cludes street. 

(c) The term public property 
shall not Include "highway.” 

5201. PUBLIC NUISANCE. The 
accumulation and storage of 
abondoned, wrecked, dismantled, 
or Inoperative vehicles or parts 
thereof, except as expressly here¬ 
in permitted, on private or pub¬ 
lic property (not Including high¬ 
ways) Is hereby found to create 
a condition tending to reduce 
the value of private property, to 
promote blight and deterioration, 
to Invite plundering, to create a 
condition tending to reduce the 
value of private property, to pro- 
nrote blight and deterioration, to 
Invite plundering, to create fire 
hazard.!, to constitute an atrac- 
tlve nuisance creating a hazard 
to the health and safety of 
minors, to create a harborage for 
rodents .and Insects and to be 
inlurlous to the health, safety 
and general welfare. Therefore, 
t.liC presence of an abandoned, 
wrecked, dismantled or Inopera¬ 
tive vehicle or part thereof on 
julvnte or public property (not 
eluding highways), except as ex¬ 
pressly herein permit ted. is 
hereby declared to constitute a 
public nuisance which may be 
abated aa such in accordance 
with the provisions of Sections 
."200 - .5215 and Section 22660 of 
the V-hlcle Cede. 

5202 EXCEPTIONS. Seet'ons 
5200 - 5215 shall not applly to: 

(a) The vehicle or part 
thereof which Is completely 
enclosed within a building In 
a lawful manner wher it Is 
not visible from the street 
or other public or private 
prooerty; or 

(h) A vehicle or part there¬ 
of which Is stored or park^ 
In a lawful manner on private 
property In connection with 
the business of a licensed dls- 
mantler, licensed vehicle deal¬ 
er a junk dealer, or when 
such storage cr parking Is 
necessary to the operation of 
a lawfully conducted business 
or commercial enterprise; or 

(c) A vehicle which has rt- 
malnetl Inoperative for less 
than 72 hours accumulated: 
provl:l''d, however, that this 
exception shall not apply to 
vehicles stored or parked In 
Iron* yard areas. 

Id) A vehicle classified as a 
genuine anlloue, having a 
value in excess of $500.00. 
Nothing In this Section shall 
authorize the maintenance of a 
public or private nuisance as 
defined under provisions of law 
other th.an Chapter 10 (com¬ 
mencing with S<-ctlon 22650) Jf 
lUvisloii 11 of the Vehicle Code 
and this Ordinance. 

,5203 NON-EXCLUSIVE REGULA¬ 
TION. Section 5200 - 5215 are not 
the exclusive r< gulat 1 o n of 
abandoneri. wrecked, dismantled 
or Inoperative vehicles within the 
City; Instead shall supplement 
and be )n addition to the regu¬ 
latory provisions heretofore or 
hereafter enacted by the City, the 
State, or a'ny othtr legal entity 
or agency having Jurisdiction. 

.5204 ENFORCEMENT BY CITY 
ADMINISTRATOR. Except a.s 
otherwise providtgl herein, the 
l,roylsl"ns of Sections 5200 - 5215 
shall be adralnlstired and en- 
foroed by the City Administra¬ 
tor. In such enforcement, the 
City .Administrator or hls sub- 
crdlnaU's may enter upon private 
or public property to examine a 
vihlcle or parts thereof or to 
obtain Information as the Iden¬ 
tity of a vehicle. 

5205 NOTICE OF A'lOLATION. 
Where the City Administrator de¬ 
termines that there Is sueh an 
abandoned, wrecked, dismantled 
or Inoperative vehicle, he shall 
give written notice of such de¬ 
termination either (I) by per¬ 
sonally serving the occupant of 
such prc-nlsee, or (2) by placing 
or affixing aatch notice to the 
vehicle or parls thereof. The 
hctlce shall state the date, the 
determination as defined In Sec¬ 
tion 5200 and prescribe a mlnl- 
mtim of 48 hours within which 
the vehicle or part thereof shall 
be removed. A copy of such 
notice Shull be promptly de¬ 
livered to the Secretary of tho 
Planning Commission. 

5206. NOTICE PROCED U R E. 
Notice of such hearing shall be 
mailed at least ten days befor.- 
the hearing by certified mall, 
with a five-day return requested, 
to the owner of the land as 
shown on the last equalized 
County .vssessmtnt roll and to the 
last registered and legal owner of 
record of such vehicle or part 
unle'-.s In .such condition that 
Identlfl'ntlon mir. hers are not 
avatlabl- to determine ownership. 
If anv of the foregoing notices 
are returned undelivered bv the 
United States Post Office, tho 
hejirlng shall be continued to a 
date not loss than ten days from 
the date of such return. 

.5207. PUBLIC HEARING. Upon 
receipt of a. copy of the notice set 
forth In Section 5205 and 5206 and 
expiration of the 48 hour per¬ 
iod, the Secretarv of the Plan- 
nhig Commlaslon ipav pri'sent 
the violation to the Planning 
Commission at lls regular meet¬ 
ing, but In no event leas than 
fifteen (151 days from the date 
stated on such notice. At gttch 
meeting of the Planning Cominls- 
.slc.ii, a public hearing .shall be 
held on the question of abate¬ 
ment and removal of the vehicle 
or part therof as an abandoned, 
wrecked, dismantled or Inopera¬ 
tive vehicle and the nssresnient 
of admltiistratlve eosts and coats 
of removal of the vehicle or part 
thereof iVgainst the property on 
which it Is located. 

5208 NOTICE TO CALIFORNIA 
HIGHWAY PATROL. Notice of 
hi arlpg shall also be given to the 
Caltfonila Highway Patrol Identi¬ 
fying th' vehicle or part thereof 
prnposeil for removal: such 
notice to be mailed at least ten 
days prior to the public hearing 
.■ieOO CONDUCT OP HEARING. 
ASSESSMENT OP COSTS. Hear¬ 
ings held os reoulrcd bv these 
sections shall be conducted as 
follows; 

(a) All such hearings shall 

bo held before the Planning 
Commission which shall hear 
all facts and testimony it 
deem.s pertinent. Said facts 
and testimony may Include 
testimony on the condition of 
tho vehicle or part thereof 
and the circumstances con¬ 
cerning Its location on the said 
private property or public 
property. Tlie Planning Com¬ 
mission shall not be limited 
by the technical rules of evi¬ 
dence. TTie -awner of the land 
on which the vehicle Is lo¬ 
cated may appear In person 
at the hearing or present a 
written statement In time for 
consideration at the hearing, 
and deny responsibility for

It may delay the time for 
removal of the vehicle or port 
theri'of If, In Its opinion, the 
circumstances Justify it. At 
the conclusion of the public 
hearing, the Planning Com¬ 
mission may (1) find that a 
vehicle or part thereof has 
been abandoned, wrecked, dis- 
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mantled, or la Inoperative on 
private or public property and 

(2) Issue Its written order to 
have the same removed from 
the property as a public nul- 
sane-e and disposed of as here¬ 
inafter provided; and (3) dc- 
termlno whether the admin¬ 
istrative costs and the cost of 
removal are to be charged 
against the owner of the par¬ 
cel of land cn which the ve¬ 
hicle or part therof Is located. 
The order requiring removal 
.shall include a description of 
the vehicle or part thereof 
and tho correct Identllflca- 
tlon number and license num¬ 
ber of the vehicle If located 
thereon; 

(c) If It Is determined at 
the hearing that the vehicle 
was placed on the land with¬ 
out the con.scnt of the land- 
owner and that he has not 
subsequently acquiesced In Its 
presence, the Planning Com¬ 
mission shall not as.sess costs 
of admlnltratlon or removal 
of the vehicle against the 
property upon which the ve¬ 
hicle Is located or otherwise 
attempt to collect such costs 
for such landowner; 

(d) If an Interested party 
makes a writttn presentation 
to the Planning Ckimmlsslon 
but does not appeor, he shall 
be notified In writing of the 
decision. 

.5210. REMOVAL, AUTHORITY. 
V/hen the Cltv Council has con¬ 
tracted with or granted a fran¬ 
chise to any person or persons, 
sueh person or person shall be 
authorized to enter upon pri¬ 
vate property or public property 
to remove ov cause the removal 
of a vehicle or parts thereof 
declared to be a nuisance pur¬ 
suant here to. ^ 

5211. DETERMINAT IO N OF 

COSTS The costs of removal and 
abatement shall be the actual 
ch&rges submitted by the per- 
.‘■ch or persons under contract 
or franchise with the City for 
such removal. The administra¬ 
tive costs are hereby determined 
to be $25,00 for each such re¬ 
moval. . . 

5212. APPEALS. Appeals shall be 
made as follows: 

(a) Any Interested party may 
appeal the decision of the 
Planning Commlaslon by filing 
a written notice of appeal 
with the City Clerk within 
.six (6) days after the date of 
the moiling of the notice of 
the decision of the Planning 
Commission. 

(b) Such appeal .shall be 
heard by the City Council 
which may affirm, amend or 
reverse the order or take other 
action deemed appropriate.

At the 
same time there shall he trans¬ 
mitted to the Department of 
Moor Vehicles any evidence or 
registration available. Including 
registration certificates, certifi¬ 
cates of title and license plates. 

5215. COLLECTION OF COSTS^ 
If the administrative costs and 
the cost or removal which are 
charged against the owner of a 
narcel of land purruant to. Sec¬ 
tion 5207 ere not paid within 30 
days of the date of the order, or 
the final disposition of an ap- 
t!eal therefrom, such costs shall 
be as.scssed agaln.st the hori^ o, 
land mirsiiant to Section 38773 5 
of the Government Code and 
shall be tnnsmlttcd to the tax 
conoctor for collection. Said 
pR'^e^smen shall have the same 
priority AS other city taxes.

(s) Property maintained In 
such condition as to become 
so defective, unsightly, or In 
such condition of deterioration 
or disrepair that the same 
causes depreciable dlmlnuaMon 
of the property values of sur¬ 
rounding profHrtles or Is ma¬ 
terially detrimental to proxi¬ 
mal properties and Improve¬ 
ments; 

(t) Maintenance of premises

(2 )Whenever the stress 
in any materials, member 
.cr portion therof. due to 
all dead and live loads. Is 
more than one and one- 
half times the working 
stress or stresses allowed In 
the Uniform Building Code 

(3) Whenever any portion 
thereof has been damaged 
bv earthquake, wind, flood, 
or by any other cause. In 
such a manner that the 
structural strength or sta¬ 
bility thereof Is appreci¬ 
ably less than It was be¬ 
fore such catastrophe and 
Is less than the minimum 
requlremenls of this Code 
for a new building or 
similar structure, purpose 
or location. 

(4) Whenever any por¬ 
tion or member or appur¬ 
tenance thereof Is likely to 
faii, or to become detached 
or dislodged, or to col¬ 
lapse and thereby injure 
persons or damage prop¬ 
erty. 

(5) Whenever any portion 
of a building, or any mem¬ 
ber. appurtenance or orna¬ 
mentation on the exterior 
thereof Is not of sufficient 
strength or stability, or Is

(7) Whenever the build¬ 
ing or structure, or any 
portion thereof, because of 
dilapidation, deterioration, 
decay, faulty construction,

or portion thereof, or some 
other cause, is likely *0 
partially or completely co'- 
lapse. or some portion of 
the foundation or under¬ 
pinning is likely to fall or 
give way.

5251. SAME. ABATEMENT BY

job in California may have 
a claim for excess payment 
of State Dlsabality Insur¬ 
ance taxes. "The minimum 
payment is $90. Anything 
that you may have paid 
over that is due back to you. 
You only have to file a Form 
DE 1964 to claim the excess 
that was taken from your 
pay. The form is to be filed 
with your form 540, the 
state’s Income Tax Return. 

Seems that if your em¬ 
ployer sends you to school 
and he pays the bill, so long 
as you will not qualify for a 
new trade or business, you 
do not have to include any 
money the employer pays 
unless it exceeds the costs 
of the education. But, for 
instance, if you are an ac¬ 
countant for the employer 
and he wants you to go lor 
a law degree, then, the 
money is Income. Still, U 
you spend more than the 
employer gives you, then you 
can claim the difference as 
an itemized deduction. In 
most cases, any difference 
would probably be the re¬ 
sult of travel, which would 
then be deductible. 

Remember, from way back 
in the history of the Repub¬ 
lic, one level of 'government 
doesn’t tax another level of 
government. If you have in¬ 
terest income from govern¬ 
ment bonds, don’t report 
them to another as taxable 
Income. However, if you hold 
bonds from the State of Mis¬ 
souri, they may be taxable 
by the State of California. 
Check with the Franchise 
Tax Board on each such 
other state. Most important, 
if you have interest on fed¬ 
eral instruments, remember 
that you are going to have 
a different figure for the 
Adjusted Gross Income on 
the state return than on the 
federal return. Here in Cali¬ 
fornia, you need to explain 
why there is a difference in 
Part VI of the return. 

’Nother fac’. You cannot 
take off last year’s taxes as 
a bad investment. Sorry 
about that.

Now I know where the guy 
who wrote the song “Roll Out the Barrel!,’’ got his inspira¬ 
tion. At last we have become the land of opportunity. (For 
politicians, that is.) 

Readers may remember I was critical of a tax meet- 
nlg to determine the 1975-76 tax budget held by the 
Los Angeles County Board of Supervi.sors in January. At 
this meeting the time was taken up by pubiic officials 
and government connected groups who all wanted more, 
not less taxes. I suggested a meeting for those for less 
taxes. 

The Supervi.sors .sclu'duled what was suppo.sod to be 
such a meeting on March .5, and I te.stified as follows; 

This is an eventful wt^k for taxpayers. Both g<x)d 
and bad. GcA’ernor Brown in this i.ssue of the .Reader’s 
Digest said, “we have bc’cn siphoning off more and mahe 
disposable income (taxes) for more and more public pur¬ 
poses — I think it is reasonable to slow the process In 
the absence of proof that SOMEBODY is being benefitted.” 

Next, a county tax raise* of 57 cents per $100 a.ssessed 
valuation next year. Nc'xt, the county ig short $114 mli- 
lian this year and must borrow $60 million for which 
taxpayers will have to pay high intere.st. Next a proposed 
$4 per hundred as.sessed valuation, state property tax 
for schools. We don’t like this at all. 

On March 3rd we were authorized to circulate a 
petition to limit property taxes to one per cent of market 
value in California; all private property to be taxed 
exactly equal and to place the burden of market value 
prtx)f on government rather than taxpayers. 

At your last hearing Supervisor Hahn said, “this Board 
must start making some hard decisions rather than the 
soft decisions tlie Board ha.s been making for .so long.’’ 

’This Board’s problem is that you are now spending 
$7 million a day. Tlie taxpayers problems are that the 
federal government is six-ndLng $1000 million a day, the 
.state government is spending $300 million a day, the LA. 
Sch<x)l District is .spending $5 million a day and Los An¬ 
geles City is spending $2 million a day. 'Tliis is the main 
reason for unemployment in this country, there is not 
enough money left for private employers to create new 
jobs. 

Your major exi)ense is the .salaries of public I'mployees. 
In the last 10 years the Los Angeles County population 
went up two per cent. In the same time county employees 
increased 79 per cent. The numbers went up from 48,000 
to 86 , 000 . 

Ten years ago public and private employee salaries 
were about even. $6,000 to $7,000 a year. Today public 
employees salaries are up 66 per cent. Privae employees 
salaries increascYi 22 per cent. Today public employee 
.salari<*s average $ 11,000 per year, private employees sal¬ 
aries average $9,000 per year. In addition, public employee 
fringe benefits are far higher than those of private em¬ 
ployees. 

In California now one of five employees are public 
employees, not even counting postal workers or those in 
the militaiy. 

Unless the proliferation of tax co.sts for government 
spending is curbed, the continued dimunition ratio of 
private employees to public employees, will drown us in 
a numbers game we can not win. Pensions and retirement 
cu.shloas will vanish. Tax bankruptcy will oveiwhelm

Abuses! 

At noon on, Wedinesday, February 18, a citizen called 
Cal-Tax to report three state automobiles were at River- 
benti Golf Course and b,ad been for at least two hours. 

In the past month, Cal-Tax has received several let 
ters from citizens reporting similar instances of what 
they believed were use abuses of publicly owned vehicles 
by public employees. 

Public resentment obviously is growing, but most 
citizens do not know how to make a protest. 

In this instance, this is what the staff of Cal-Tax 
did. A call was made to the chief of the fleet adminis¬ 
tration division, Calvin Locher, and he was given tin* 
license numbers of the cars, their make and color — 
a light green Dodge Coronet, License E825834; a light 
tan Plymouth Valiant, £833374; and a light green Ply¬ 
mouth, E840340. 

Locher then is charged with the responsibility of 
phecking to see who had those cars on that day and 
taking appropriate action against the employee. 

For citizens, there are several basic steps. 

First of all, contact your elected represenetative — 
councilman for city, supervisor for county, and assembly- 
man or senator for state. 

Secondly, call your local newspaper as only a con¬ 
certed effort by the public, including publicity of abuse, 
will correct this. 

Finally, be sure you contact the public official di¬ 
rectly in charge of operating the fleet. 


Here are the words of that 
man: “A grey-haired old 
woman was preparing to en¬ 
ter a bus at 9th and I. 
Street in Sacramento, Cali¬ 
fornia. She was large and 
somewhat crippl e d. Her 
arms were loaded with pack¬ 
ages. As the bus door opened 
a man waiting behind htr 
offered a helping hand. The 
old lady smiled but shook 
her head, and remarked ‘I’d 
best manage alone,’ she 
stated.

What’s more important, it 
may not be legal! ’The com¬ 
pany you work for may 
well be covered by the fed¬ 
eral Equal Pay Act, which 
became law in 1963. The 
Equal Pay Act prohibits dis¬ 
crimination based on sex in 
earnings, including o v e r - 
time pay and most fringe 
benefits. It also requires 
equal pay for men and wo¬ 
men working in the same 
establishment, perform! n g 
substantially the same du¬ 
ties, at the same skill level, 
effort, and responsibility. 

The Wage and Hour Divi¬ 
sion of the United States De¬ 
partment of Labor adminis¬ 
ters the federal Equal Pay 
Act. There are offices in Los 
Angeles and San Francisco 

The State of California 
has an Equal Pay law as 
well, which is adminis¬ 
tered by the Fair Employ¬ 
ment Practices Commission, 
with headquarters in San 
Francisco. 

You should probably check 
first with the nearest office 
of the Wage and Hour Divi¬ 
sion. ’They will be able to 
tell you whether your com¬ 
pany comes under federal or
